Picked by News Review 


What were Greenbelt's ten big stories of 1961? 
Seeking an answer to this question, the Greenbelt 
News Review in an unprecedented move polled its 
editorial board. Since, naturally enough, there was 
less thancomplete agreement on the relative impor- 
tance of each event, the following choices are not 
necessarily listed in the order of their significance. 

(1) Membership of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., votes 
approval of a housing project for the elderly, after 
an exhaustive study by a special committee chaired 
by Charles F. Schwann. 

(2) After many years of planning and hoping, both 
the Fire Department and Rescue Squad and the Youth 
Center buildings become realities, with formal ded- 
ications in a holiday spirit on the Fourth of July and 
Labor Day, respectively. 

(3) Francis W. White is chosen mayor of Green- 
belt, after receiving a top vote of 786 in the Septem- 
‘ber city council election. The 1,060 voters casting 
ballots also elected Thomas Canning, David Cham- 
pion, Benjamin Goldfaden, and William Phillips, in

siREN Blows 


Up until tonight, Piceday; Dec. 
26, there has been only one fire 
‘call from residents inGreenbelt, 
With all the beautiful Christmas 
trees burning brightly both in- 
doors and out, this could have 
been a fire-free Christmas ex- 
cept for the fact that a plug on 
a connection between two sets of 
wires had to act up and a fire 
resulted which could have been 
pretty bad except that it was 
spotted immediately, the right 
action was taken first, and a 
good neighbor was on hand, With- 
out further ado, I must disclose 
that the fire was at my house, 

The plug started shorting and 
the sparks ignited the slip cover 
on the couch nearby. My little 
girl, who was lying on the couch 
watching television, saw the 
flames on the side of the couch 
and called me. My first reac- 
tion was to move the couch away 
from the curtained window behind 
it, while my older daughter called 
the fire department. Then | 
scooted the other children next 
door for safety and help. We 
managed to keep, the fire con- 
fined to the couch by dousing it 
with water. 
ished the job and moved the couch 
out of the house, It was anerve- 
wracking few minutes, and I am 
sure that the instant action taken 
saved the room, The room right 
now is minus one couch (it’s in- 
sured), but aside from a small 
charred spot on the carpet, there 
is no other indication of a fire. 
I’d say we were lucky. 

Thanks to the fire-proof paper 
under our tree, it was unharmed; 
and after I’d bought a new plug 
next day, our tree was lit and 
looking pretty the following night. 
But we do miss the comfortable 
couch, Ironically, my copy about 
helpful hints to avoid fire had al- 
ready been sent to the printers, 
and all I could do was grin and 
bear it, 

The Rescue ‘Squad made six 
emergency trips last week, 
cluding one for an iicameeees 
old boy who fainted while per- 
forming in a Christmas program 
at Center School. I was there 
when it happened, and was very 
proud of the teachers’ calmness 
and ability to keep order while 
others were taking care of the boy 
and calling the Rescue Squad.
